Pollutant Percentages in Detergents Listed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Interior Department listed the 
phosphate content of 48 popular 
detergents Saturday; affirmed 
that phosphates pollute lakes; 
and asked housewives to draw 
their 
own 
conclusions 
when 
they go shopping. 
Commissioner David D. Do­ 
minick, whose Federal Water 
Quality Administration issued 
the statement, denied in a tele­ 
phone interview that he is sug­ 
gesting housewives boycott high 
phosphate detergents. 
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A 
department 
statement 
quoted Dominick as saying the 
determent tests were made pub­ 
lic “ to clear up any confusion 
as to the phosphate content in 
detergents and to serve as a 
general standard for the house­ 
wife for shopping in the super­ 
market.” 
Asked to explain 
how the 
housewife 
should 
apply 
this 
general standard. Dominick told 
a reporter, “ We’re not in the 
business of telling 
the 
con­ 
sumers what they should or 


should not do. We’re in the 
business of giving them legiti­ 
mate scientific information and 
letting them draw their own 
conclusions.” 
Phosphorous, found not only in 
detergents but also in sewage, 
fertilizers and industrial wastes, 
speeds up the natural aging of 
'akes by nourishing the growth 
of 
undesirable 
water 
plants 
which use up oxygen needed by 
other forms of aquatic life. 
The agency tested 23 deter­ 
gents earlier this year and now 


has added 25 more to expand 
the usefulness of the list “ for 
comparison among detergents,” 
the news release said. 
The department said a com­ 
mercial laboratory ran the tests 
under contract. It listed its re­ 
sults as percentages of sodium 
tripoly phosphate (STPP), the 
most widely used torm of phos­ 
phate in detergents, although

products 
contain 
STPP.” 
The statement said the re­ 
sults “ may differ from those 


puuiisiieu 
i>y 
sources outside the federal gov­ 
ernment” because a more accu­ 
rate method was used and be­ 
cause different numbers result 
when the findings are expressed 
in terms of other compounds.

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GE Loses Big 
Satellite Pact 


WASHINGTON (AP) -- The space agency Satur­ 
day reversed itself and switched a $50 million con­ 
tract for two experimental communications satel­ 
lites from General Electric Co. to Fairchild Hiller 
Corp. 
The original contract award by the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administration went to GE last 
April. 
But a top-level review committee was charged 
with examining the contract in July and found 
“ Fairchild was superior in both overall project or­ 
ganization and management...” 
Fairchild Hiller had protested the award to GE 
and Comptroller General Elmer B. Staats of the 
General Accounting Office agreed there should be a 
reconsideration. 
The original complaint against GE receiving the 
cntract involved a one-week period in which the 
electrical giant was allowed to resubmit its design 
for ihe satellites at a lower cost estimate. 
But while the review committee said there was no 
impropriety in the week’s extension, 
it 
found 
Fairchild Hiller capable of producing “ a more skill­ 
fully integrated spacecraft design having a greater 
potential of mission success than that of GE.” 
The review committee members who turned the 
contract involved a one-week period in which the 
the NASA officials who made the original award.

CRESTON, B.C. (AP) — A gunman killed seven 
members of two farm families, apparently took a 
seven-year-old boy hostage and then fled into rug­ 
ged hills near the U.S. border, the Royal Canadian 
Mounted police said Saturday. 
Dozens of mounties searched the hills west of 
Crestón, about seven miles north of the U.S. border 
in Southeastern British Columbia.

The assailant was described 
as being in his late 20s, blond-haired, about 200 
pounds and wearing khaiki clothes. 
The dead were identified as Ray Phipps, 42, his 
wife, Isabelle, 27; three of their children, Paul, 10, 
Cathy, 8 and Bryan, 7; Mrs. Alex Wasyk, 30, and 
her daughter, Tracy, 7. Her husband was reported 
to have been away from home. 
One child was missing from the Phipps home, the 
RCMP said, and apparently taken hostage.

In Jordan 


AMMAN, Jordan (AP) — Re­ 
newed fighting was reported 
Saturday night between the Jor­ 
danian army and Palestinian 
guerrillas, a few hours after 
both sides announced they had 
agreed to disengage from their 
current confrontation. 
Informants at the left-wing 
Popular Democratic Front in 
Amman said the guerrillas were 
shelled by the army in Zerka, 15 
miles northeast of Amman, the 
capital. They said preliniary re­ 
ports indicated that 30 guerril­ 
las had been killed and another 
65 wounded. 
The sources claimed the army 
opened artillery fire on guerrilla 
offices in the town and on 
camps in the vicinity. 
Informed sources outside the 
guerrilla movement said the 
guerrillas began the action first, 
lobbing more than 200 mortar 
shells into an army camp and a 
nearby officers housing com­ 
plex. 
They 
said 
several 
soldiers 
were killed or wounded. They 
added that the army did not an­ 
swer the f;re so as not to further 
inflame he situation. 
In Cairo, delegates from 14 
Arab countries and the Palest n- 
ian Liberation Organization met 
Saturday night in an extraordi­ 
nary session in an effort to end 
the crisis between Arab com­ 
mandoes and the Jordanian gov­ 
ernment.

Defect for Love? 


LONDON (AP) - Tiny Na­ 
talia Makarova, ranking balle­ 
rina ot 
Russian ballet, 
took 
seclusion somewhere .n Britain 
Saturday and refused to discuss 
her defet non with Soviet em­ 
bassy officials. 
British sources said the dan­ 
cer had rejected a Soviet em­ 
bassy request to meet her at 
her hideout but a senior Soviet 
diplomat indicated British au­ 
thorities had forbidden the visit. 
“ Our request for access to 
see Miss Makarova has not 
been allowed,” he said. “ It is a 
g r e a t 
dissapointment.” 
He 
spoke to newsmen in the foyer 
o f 
London’s 
Festival 
Hall, 
where the Kirov Ballet was giv­ 
ing the last performance of its 
British tour. 
British 
sources 
said 
Miss 
Makarova was told about the 
embassy request for an inter­ 
view and turned it down. 
“ The Foreign Office carefully 
relayed the request from the 
Russians to see the ballerina at 
a secret address,” one infor­ 
mant said. “ Just as carefully, 
the Foreign Office delivered her 
reply rejecting the request.” 
One possible reason for Miss 
Makarova’s 
defection 
came 
f r o m Carmen 
Delgado, 
an 
American ballet dancer 
who 
knows the Russian star well. 
She said Miss Makarova was 
in love with an Englishmen 
“ and that was the reason why 
she jumped. I am sure she will 
want to stay here with him.” 
But impresario Victor Hoch- 
hauser, who promoted the Ki­ 
rov Ba lle t’s visit and who is a 
friend of Miss Makarova, dis­ 
counted a love affair. He said 
the ballerina was married for 
the second time only a few 
months ago in Leningrad to an 
engineer. 
“ 1 am convinced she defected 
on sudden impulse,” said Hoch- 
hauser. 
The 30-vear-old ballerina, con­ 
sidered one of the world’s out­ 
standing giselles and f o r m e r 
partner of Rudolph Nureyev, de­ 
fected Friday. 
She gave Russian security of­ 
ficers the slip at London’s Royal 
Festival Hall shcrtly before she 
was to appear in the final per­ 
formance of a si>, week engage­ 
ment by Leningrad’s K i r o v 
Ballet. 
Miss Marakova t hen tele­ 


phoned Scotland Yard, a s k e d 
lor asylum, and detectives es­ 
corted her into hiding at t h e 
home of an unidentified friend. 
The Home Office later informed 
the Soviet Embassy she had 
been granted asylum. 
Her defection was the second 
suffered by the Kirov Ballet— 
the first was Nureyev—in nine 
years, and some British dance 
authorities feared it might en­ 
danger the cultural exchanges 
which permit Soviet ballet to be 
seen in the West. 
The almond - eyed, vivacious 
ballerina, in a halting mixture 
of English and French, t ol d 
Scotland Yard she wasn’t de­ 
fecting for political reasons. She 
said she just wanted to broaden 
her career

Marxist Salvador Allende won 
support from a centrist oppo­ 
nent Saturday and prepared for 
a six-year presidential term in 
which he has said he would 
steer Chile sharply to the left 
but stop short of Castro-style 
communism. 
The first avowed Marxist ever 
freely elected head of a Latin- 
Ameriean country, Ailende ap­ 
peared assured of victory after 
receiving congratulations from 
Radomiro Tomic, the Christian 
Democrat who placed third in 
Friday's election?. 
“ You deserve this embrace,” 
Tomic satd, hugging his fellow 
politician. 
Allende got 1,075,616 votes to 
1,036,278 tor conservative Jorge 
Alessandri, but his 36.3 per cent 
fell short of the more than 50 
per cent required for outright 
election 
and 
Congress 
must 
meet Oct. 24 to affirm the win­ 
ner. 
Saturday’s gesture by Tomic, 
who polled 824.849 votes, indi­ 
cated the 74 C hristian Demo­ 
crats would join the 83 members 
of Allende s leftist coalition to 
give the Marxist a solid majori­ 
ty 
in 
Congress. 
Alessandri’s 
supporters have only 43 of the 
200 seats. 
Even though Allende is a 


long-time 
Marxist 
who 
has 
praised Fidel Castro and Mao 
Tse-tung, the 62-year-old sena­ 
tor is not expected to convert 
his stnngbean-shaped country 
overnight 
into 
a 
Communist 
state. 
Some observers said his elec­ 
tion would pose no threat to 
hemispheric unity and the Unit­ 
ed States might even learn to 
live amicably with the regime. 
\llende indicated during the 
campaign he would tread lightly 
with his reforms. For one thing, 
radical changes might spur the 
traditionally apolitical Chilean 
military to attempt an over­ 
throw. 
Some of his first projects 
might be mere extensions of 
programs already initiated by 
outgoing 
President 
Eduardo 
Frei—agrarian reform and na­ 
tionalization of foreign industry. 
He pledged to take over the 
huge copper industry in which 
two U.S. firms. Anaconda and 
Kennecott, still have large hold­ 
ings. But under Frei, the gov­ 
ernment already had acquired a 
51 r>er cent interest in Chilean 
operations of both companies. 
Diplomatically, Allende is ex­ 
pected to immediately improve 
relations with such countries as 
Red China, North Vietnam, anc 
North Korea besides recogniz 
ing Castro’s Cuba.

leading legislators. 
Unruh, 47-year-old former As­ 
sembly speaker, opens his cam­ 
paign Monday morning with a 
news conference at his new 
campaign headquarters on Wil- 
shire Boulevard in Los Angeles 
and then flies to Oakland. From 
there, he goes to nearby Plea­ 
santon to address an Alameda 
County Labor Day picnic. 
Tuesday morning, Uruh will 
take a quick walking tour of 
San Francisco with Mayor Jo­ 
seph Alioto and then goest to 
the San Jose airport for a news 
"t onference at 10 a.m.

You’ll be 
discouraged if you use the 
wrong tools or try to make do 
in order to save money. 
—Sharpen your saw on a 
small project until you get 
the hang of it. 
—Don’t be shy about asking 
questions at the local lumber 
yard 
or 
building 
supplier. 
Some of these people may be 
a bit too casual in their an­ 
swers because they neglect to 


mention fundamentals, but if 
you meet one helpful person, 
you will be encouraged. 


—If you choose a project, 
don’t let anyone talk you out 
of following 
the directions. 
Beginners 
shouldn’t 
impro­ 
vise. Once the amateur veers 
from his basic charts, dia­ 
grams or directions, he is on 
his own, and that could spell 
d.saster fora beeinner. 
—Acquaint 
yourself 
with 
building-yard 
lingo so 
that 
you will know' exactly what 
you are doing. 
—Rpsolve to be interested 
in the job at hand. 
It is 
simple to tell yourself that 
you like what you are doing 
because “ look at all that mo­ 
ney I’m going to save,’’ if you 
need incentive, than to gripe 
about every 
little 
job you 
must do. If honest effort isn’t 
put into a job, it could be a 
failure. 
—Keep your tools together 
so that you will not have to 
starch for a half-hour before 
you start a project. W'arn the 
family that if a hammer is 
borrowed from your tool box, 
it should be returned. 
—Never start a home job 
after a day of hard work. 
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Night work is tine if you’ve 
already started a project and 
you take the attitude that it 
isn’t a 
do-it-tonight-or-never 
kind of project. Night work 
should be done only if you 
can use those few hours for 
the project. 
—It might be a good idea to 
start your first project when 
no one is about. If people ere 
peering at your efforts with 
the inevitable “ whys,’’

with a hacksaw blade. Cut the 
nails under the bad shingle 
and you will be able to re­ 
move it. When you replace it 
with a new shingle, use roof­ 
ing cement to hold it in place.

Aluminum siding 
dull? paint it

Despite 
its resistance to 
corrosive attack, 
aluminum 
exposed to the weather may 
lose its brightness and take 
on a dull and often mottled 
effect. 
While 
there 
are 
several 
methods of cleaning alumi­ 
num (one of which involves 
nothing more than the use of 
mild soap and water), many 
home owners might take on 
the job of painting it—if they 
thought they could get good 
results. There seems to be an 
erroneous 
impression 
that 
painting aluminum is an espe- 
cialyl difficult project and 
that it is only done well at the 
factory. Actually, it Is no 
more difficult than paintb g 
any other exterior surface, al­ 
though new aluminum does 
require a special pre-paint 
washing. 
Some persons who like the 
advantages of aluminum are 
not too thrilled by its silvery, 
glossy surface. Painting then 
would take on the double 
chore of decoration and pro­ 
tection. And if they preferred 
the shiny coat bqt still wanted 
the metal to have a new ap­ 
pearance, exterior aluminum 
paint would be the answer. 
If the old coating is in good 
condition 
and 
is 
adhering 
soundly, remove the surface 
dirt and other debris and 
sgme as though >‘Hi mere pre­ 
paring to paint any other ma­ 


terial. Where there is ex­ 
treme gloss, better adhesion 
will be obtained by roughen­ 
ing it with steel wool or san­ 
dpaper—again the same as 
with other metal, wood or 
plaster. If the old coating has 
been chipped, sand rt, prime 
the bare spots and go ahead 
with the painting. 
New aluminum may have 
on it oil or grease applied in 
the factory to protect it dur­ 
ing shipment. If you intend to 
paint it, this coating must be 1 
washed off with a phosphoric j 
acid compound available at 
most paint 
and 
hardware 
stores. When the aluminum 
h as 
dried 
thoroughly, 
it 
should be primed with an ex­ 
terior 
metal 
primer. 
The 
mo s t c o m m o n l y recom­ 
mended primer is zinc chro- 
mate, especially where corro­ 
sive conditions exist. After 
that, one or two coats of fin­ 
ish paint are applied. 
What kind of paint? Any 
kind that you would use on 
exterior wood or metal, al­ 
though a check of the direc­ 
tions on the rear label of the 
container is always advisable.

A siding 
called Barkridge, which looks 
like it reads, goes over big 
with both men- and boys.

Repairs in autumn 
save work in spring 


By MR. F IX 
Fall is a natural time for 
Inspecting house and grounds, 
for making needed repairs. It 
may be your last chance to 
get 
at outdoor work 
until 
warm 
weather 
returns 
in 
spring. 
In many instances, failure 
to make minor repairs now 
wHl turn small jobs into big 
ones after cold weather has 
come and gone. 
Work from the top down. 
Take a look at the 
roof. 
Shingles that are loose now in 
a breeze can be torn right off 
In a stiff wind. Renail with 
galvanized roofing nails and 
dab roofing cement on the 
nail heads. Use cement to 
seal small cracks in shingles 
and flashing. 
Make certain gutters are 
free of leaves and other dirt. 
If left filled with debris, they 
will fill and overflow, freeze 
over 
during 
heavy 
winter 
weather. Check hangers to 
¡see that they are secure. 
While painting is generally 
done in the fall, it isn’t neces­ 
sary to paint every fall. A 
good paint job should be good 
for several years. Sand and 
paint blistered spots. If ex­ 
posed nail heads are causing 
rusting, seal with aluminum 
paint and then paint to match 
the rest of the siding. 
Before you do any painting, 
chock the calking around win­ 
dow and door frames ard at 
Jomts where moisture might 
collect. 
Check the mortar jomts in

f t 
brick steps, 
Frooe at

Joints to see where the mor­ 
tar may be crumbling. Clean 
out loose mortar, wet the 
area and patch with ready-mix 
mortar. 
Where the foundation and 
sidewalk come together, there 
is a gap that should be filled 
with tar or asphalt compound. 
Cracks in walks and drives 
s h o u l d be repaired now. 
Cracks in concrete, if left 
through the winter, will be 
wider in the spring, due to al­ 
ternate freezing and thawing, 
Use 
a 
ready-mix 
concrete 
patch and mix small amounts 
with water as you need h. 
Chip out the old material and 
wet the area before patching, 
As 
you 
take down 
iJjt 
s c r e e n s check them for 
needed 
repairs. Set 
aside and work on them when 
the weather keeps you in­ 
doors. Wash all screens be­ 
fore storing them. 
Garden 
tools 
should 
be 
cleaned and put away. Scrape 
off all the mud and then go to 
work on the rust. Use a wire 
brush, followed bv steel wool, 
Sharpen the edges of spades 
and hoes with a file. Sand all 
wooden handles where there 
are rough spots. Wipe lubr­ 
icating oil over metal sur­ 
faces, linseed oil over wooden 
handles. 
Drain the hose and coil It. 
Turn off the water supply to 
outdoor faucets, Open them so 
they will drain,

A PARENTS’ GUID E TO 
CHILD D ISC IPLIN E by Dr. 
Rudolf Dreikurs and Loren 
Grey. Hawthorn, $3.95. 
The authors, both disciples 
of the Adlerian school of hu­ 
man behavior, have come up 
with an approach in the train­ 
ing and guidance of children, 
which they call logical con­ 
sequences. 
It works like this: 
Joseph, age 3, stepped into 
a puddle and got his shoes 
wet. He came into the house 
for dry 
clothes. 
When 
he 
asked to go out again, his 
shoes were not yet dry. and 
therefore, he was unable to 
go. In a matter-of-fact way he 
was »old by his mother, “ I m 
sorry but your shoes are still 
wet.” 
This is not punishment nor 
retaliaion, the authors point 
out. It is the consequence of 
an action. 
In the logical consequence 
premise the child experiences 
the unpleasant results of his 
actions, but the result is more 
or less arranged by the par­ 
ent. The results can be dis­ 


tasteful or annoying, but they 
should not he harmful. 
Dr. Dreikurs, a psychiatr­ 
ist, and Dr. Grey, an educa­ 
tional psychologist, apply the 
logical consequence approach 
throughout the book to such 
problems as refusal to eat, 
fighting, bed wetting, swear- 
i n g , 
neglecting 
household 
c h o r e s , squandering allo- 
w a n c e s , showing off and 
many others. 
The book presents an inter­ 
esting approach. However the 
principle is much easier to un­ 
derstand than to put into actual 
practice because it requires 
considerable 
self - discipline 
from the parent. It is a form of 
game playing in which the 
parent holds the script and 
she must stick to her lines. 
Nevertheless, it’s a work­ 
able premise, this logical con­ 
sequence thing, if you can 
keep your emotions in check. 
It’s certainly worth a try. and 
the price of the book is right. 
Since it is a paperback, you 
can get a copy at almost any 
book store.

BIRTHRIGHT OF BARBED 
W IR E By Anthony L. Leh­ 
man. Westemlore, $6.95. 


At a time when the hue and 
cry over this country’s past 
Injustices to black and brown 
is keenly felt, Lehman’s book 
makes a timely entrance. 
For “ Birthright” serves to 
remind that not so long ago, 
another people —the Japa- 
nese-Americans — also deeply 
suffered because of their an­ 
cestry. 
This was especially after 
Imperial Japan’s attack on 
Pearl Harbor Dec. 7, 1941, 
when Washington authorities, 
fearful that Japanese-Ameri­ 
can might become saboteurs, 
uprooted 
110,000 
of 
these 
people from their homes and 
placed them in concentration 
camps. 
The victims — about two- 
third of them American bom 
Citizens, — came primarily 
from the Pacific Coast, 
in 
California 
discrimination 
against Japanese was com­ 


mon long before World War 
II. 
Lehman does not deal with 
the total picture but focuses 
on what hie was like at the 
Santa 
Anita 
Race 
Track, 
w h i c h

Pomona 
fairgrounds, was one of the 
places converted into tem­ 
porary assembly centers for 
the Japanese.

ginist, 
Ronald 
Reagan, 
it 
should be remembered that: 
—This is an elect;on year. 
Brown is a “ liberal” Demo- 
c r a t , 
R e a g a n a “ con­ 
servative” Republican. 
—Reagan defeated Brown 
for governor just four years 
ago by over a million votes, 
bringing, in effect, an end to 
Brown’s official political ca­ 
reer. 
Yet 
even 
in 
considering 
these factors (and his ad­ 
mitted personal bias toward 
the Governor), Brown spells 
out In just over 200 pages a 
list of 
political 
and social 
faux pas on Reagan’s part 
that should interest even the 
most casual of political obser­ 
vers. 
Relying heavily on trans­ 


cripts of Reagan’s news-con- 
ferenoes, news reports and 
editorial comments in several 
leading Californa newspapers 
and some of his own personal 
knowledge gained from nu­ 
merous years of government 
service. Brown chides Reagan 
for his “ negative” 
attitude 
about 
government 
and 
his 
emphasis on “ simple answers 
for complex problems. 
“ The real state of Califor- 
n i; is complex, divt rse and 
changing,” 
Brown 
writes, 
“ and it imposes difficult de­ 
mands on its people. Rea­ 
gan’s state—his perception of 
th e 
California 
society—is 
simple, rigid, and unchang­ 
ing, and his influence as Gov­ 
ernor is lulling the people into 
acceptance of his comforting, 
simplistic images.” 
Specifically, Brown takes is­ 
sue with Reagan’s “ good guy-

attitude, 
which, 
Brown says, places campus,

PLAY IT AS IT LAYS by 
Joan Didion. Farrar, Straus 
and Giroux. $5.%. 
One might call this hook a 
novelist’s survival kit for life 
in Los Angeles. Miss Didion’s 
acid humor is a chronicle and 
condemnation of the sixties, 
whde her 
incredible-but-en- 
d u r i n g protagonist, Maria, 
finds a safety-valve for exis­ 
tence in the seventies. 


The book poses its profound 
questions 
in 
parable-simple 
form. Example: A man at a 
trailer camp tells his wife he 
is going out for a walk in or­ 
der to talk to God. Later, the 
highway 
patrol 
finds 
him 
dead, bitten by a rattlesnake. 
Maria asks, “ Do you think he 
talked to God? . . . I mean 
do you think God Answered? 
Or don’t you?” 
M a r l a ’ s questions are 
anachronisms in a twentieth- 
century world. God is dead. 
Love has aborted. But Maria 
persists in looking for some 
supernatural meaning to her 
life. She needs reassurance 
because her world is dis­ 
integrating. 
Miss Didion’s Los Angeles 
Is the ideal modern setting 
for her novel of Nothingness. 
“ Baghdad of the Freeways” 
has all the evil and pain that 
Maria can absorb. L.A. is 
materialistic, cancerous, and 
hollow, but in spite of the tor­ 
ments of her avante-garde 
e x i s t e n c e , Maria finds a 
curious consolation. 
From her father she claimed 
an optimism that is out of 
place in a modern 
(evil?) 
world. Maria also Inherited 
good looks—was dealt u good 


hand, but at 31 and looking 
back 
on 
adultery, 
drugs, 
abortion, 
divorce, 
hypnosis, 
and a friend’s suicide, her 
bright past is wholly irrele­ 
vant. 
Rejecting optimism, she de­ 
cides that she must play it as 
it lavs—here and now. Ob­ 
s e s s e d 
with 
the 
deadly 
images of modern life (the 
bomb, auto crashes, snakes, 
and dead babies), she turns 
against materialism and me­ 
taphysics and turns to culti­ 
vating life itself. 
Life 
be­ 
comes its own consolation. 
If metaphysics are beyond 
Maria, they are certainly not 
beyond the range of Joan Di­ 
dion’s talent and interest. She 
provides a novel of sense that 
surpasses sensation. Though 
her lesson might have pleased 
Voltaire, her characterization 
would not. Maria meditates 
like a philosopher but con­ 
verses like a moron. BZ (her 
lone contact in a companion- 
less world) 
is 
less 
of 
a 
sympathetic and understand­ 
ing companion than a weak 
shadow on 
Maria's darker 
side. The remainder of the 
cast has the dimension and 
flavor of animal crackers. 
Play It As It I-ays speaks 
explicitly to Angelenos; now­ 
here else could such tribute to 
grotesques be done with such 
love.

There is no one remotely 
like Donald Barthelme in the 
Literary Establishment’s in­ 
ner circle today, which 
is 
only one of many reasons for 
his writings to be attended to. 
His latest story collection, 
City Life, is a particularly ex­ 
citing addition to his off-beat 
and 
incomparable 
body 
of 
work. 
Readers who’ve been only 
slightly exposed to this wri­ 
ter from some remote star, 
are likely to miss his main 
ideas 
and 
intentions 
and 
laugh or frown for the wrong 
reasons at his minor points. 
Picture the Journal of the 
American Medical Association 
featuring a writer who ridi­ 
cules 
conventional 
medical 
and surgical practice, in fav­ 
or of some unfamiliar voodoo 
or astrological basis for heal­ 
ing. Picture a financial maga­ 
zine, like Barron’s running a 
long series on the insanity of 
affluence and the desirability 
of planned poverty. 
This would give a faint idea 
of what Barthelme does in the 
world of polite letters, for The 
New Yorker magazine 
and 
the big name book publishers. 
Even to write a blurb for a 
Barthelme book jacket or do 
a conventional book review on 
Barthelme, is to play right 
into his hands. Why? Because 
this particular darling of the 
Literary Establishment, who 
parodies 
all literary styles 


and all manner of writers and 
subjects, has for years been 
turning ail language against 
all ite users. 
In this new collection he 
has simply sought different 
ways to do his appointed task. 
Each one of these 14 pieces 
is set in Barthelme’s never- 
never land, where people are 
characterized by (1) data poi­ 
soning;

A real antique collector 


To help raise funds to preserve the 
remnants of our Valley’s historic 
past, the Historical Society of Po­ 
mona Valley plans to hold an annual 
Antique 
Auction, 
the 
first 
being 
scheduled for Sept. 11, 12 and 13 of 
this year at the old Pomona City 
Hall. 
M e m b e r s of the society are 
presently busily engaged in rounding 
up all types of historical wares, relics 
and old-time artifacts which will be 
put up for sale at that time. With the 
help of hundreds of donors throughout 
the Valley, they are doing quite well, 
too. 
But if only this were the year 1904, 
they would really have an opportun­ 
ity‘ to hit the antique jackpot. For 
1904 was the year when what was 
said to be the most wonderful collec­ 
tion of antiques in Southern Califor­ 
nia, a collection valued at $65,000, 
was packed up and shipped from Po­ 
mona Valley to Los Angeles. 
It was a collection owned by an 
early-day railroad 
capitalist, 
Paul 
Mohr, who had come to this Valley 
near the t»rn of the century and set­ 
tled on an orange grove near San 
Dimas. Mr. Mohr brought with him a 
collection of antiques, 
bric-a-brac, 
historical pieces of furniture 
and 
statuary, and costly specimens of 


weapons and porcelains which had 
been gathered from all parts of the 
world. 
According to a story in The Po­ 
mona Daily Review on June 24, 1904, 
there were swords used in Cromwel­ 
lian armies, flintlocks from Revolu­ 
tionary days, vases from Napoleon’s 
palace, idols centuries oid from India 
and Africa, savage weapons of the 
chase dating back to the 14th centu­ 
ry, vessels from the Pyramids, wood 
carvings from ancient Venice, and 
hundreds of smaller articles too nu­ 
merous to mention. 
When Mr. Mohr moved from our 
Valley, all that loot went with him. 
But apparently, where antiques are 
concerned, all was not lost. Judging 
by what our Historical Society mem­ 
bers have 
already 
been 
able 
to 
unearth, Mr. Mohr was not the only 
collector of antiques in Pomona Val­ 
ley. So don’t miss the fun on Sept. 11, 
12 and 13 when Pomona’s Antique 
Auction takes place. Better still, why 
not be a participant by donating 
items that can either be put up for 
auction or used in the restoration 
program now under way at the his­ 
toric Louis Phillips Mansion? Your 
gifts, or perhaps even a monetary do­ 
nation, will help preserve and drama­ 
tize our historic heritage.

OSAKA, Japan (UPI) - If 
your 
travel 
plans 
include 
Expo ’70, don’t pass up an op­ 
portunity to discover some of 
the ancient treasures of Ja­ 
pan. 
For Nara and Kyoto, two of 
the oldest and loveliest cities 
in the country, are only a 
short distance by road and 
rail from Osaka, host city for 
the first international exposi­ 
tion held in the Far East. 
Both were spared by Allied 
bombings during World War 
II because of their historical 
and cultural treasures dating 
back hundreds of centuries. 
They offer the foreign visitor 
a fascinating look at the Old 
Japan of the Shoguns and Sa­ 
murai. 
I toured both during a visit 
to Expo ’70, in the green Sen- 
ri Hills on the outskirts of 
Osaka. It is the biggest world 
fair in history». Seventy-seven 
nations, are represented as 
are scores of priate exhibitors 
from round the world. 
Judging from the crowds, 
who wait patiently for hours, 
the U.S. and Soviet pavilions 
are the most popular of the 
national exhibits. Both include 
historical, cultural, 
artistic, 
scientific 
and 
technological 
displays. 
The biggest attraction, how­ 
ever, is the U.S. space exhi­ 
bit. 
Particularly 
the 
rock 
from the moon brought back 
by the Apollo 11 astronauts. 
The modern buildings and 
the hustle-and-bustle of the 
fair is in sharp contrast to 
the antiquities and serenity of 
Nara and Kyoto. 
Kyoto Is 
about 25 miles 
north of Osaka while Nara 
lies about an equal distance 
to the east. All three are lin­ 
ked by excellent road and rail 
services and escorted tours 
can be arranged through the 
Japan Travel Bureau, Japan 


Air Lines or your local .ravel 
agent. 
Walking through the quiet 
streets «of Nara and Kyoto is 
like turning back the pages of 
t i m e . 
There 
are 
age-old 
Shinto shrines and Buddhist 
temples, walled former Impe­ 
rial palaces and royal villas, 
and graceful pagodas. And 
like scenes from old picture 
books are the classical dwarf 
tree and rock gardens, quiet 
pools, and women in kimonos, 
obis and wooden clogs. 


Former Capital 
Kyoto was the capital of Ja­ 
pan from 794 until a little 
more than 100 years ago. It is 
the fifth largest city in Japan, 
with a population of about 1.4 
million, but has escaped the 
westernization 
which 
has 
swept over Tokyo and Osaka. 
According 
to 
our 
guide 
book, Kyoto boasts 253 Shinto 
shrines and 1,598 
Buddhist 
temples 28 of which are the 
headquarters of various sects. 
It also is the site of Nijo 
Castle, built in 1630 by the 
first Tokugawa Shogun as his 
residence and famed for its 
exterior and interior design, 
carvings and paintings and 
classical gardens. Here too is 
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an old Imperial Palace and 
royal villas protected by high 
walls. Special permission is 
necessary in advance from 
the Imperial Household Agen­ 
cy in Kyoto for a tour of the 
buildings and the grounds. 


Our tour included the Ya- 
saka (Gion) Shrine which you 
enter through a granite toril, 
more than 30 feet high and 
one of the largest in Japan, 
where we watched worship­ 
pers clap their hands sharply 
to attract the attention of the 
gods; Kinkakuji (Golden Pa­ 
vilion), and exact reproduc­ 
tion of a gold foil-covered 14th 
century Buddhist temple top­ 
ped with a pagoda in a lovely 
garden with a reflecting pool; 
and Ginkakuji (Silver Pavi­ 
lion), whose 15th century buil­ 
der died before he could co­ 
ver it with silver, a pagoda­ 
like villa in the foothills with 
a dramatic garden laid out 
originally in 1485 and a pond. 
Nara Is even older than 
Kyoto — Japan’s first capital 
was established there in 710. 
It too has countless temple, 
shrines and other buildings 
which have withstood natural 
and man-made disasters over 
the centuries.

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Judo, karate business 
on the rise in America

The couple that “haga-wa- 
zas” together, stays together. 
Haga-waza? It’s not some­ 
thing out of Hollywood’s X-rat- 
ed gems, nor is it the latest 
teen-age dance step. Instead, 
it is part of the language of 
ancient Oriental arts of de­ 
fense and sport that are rap­ 
idly becoming popular in this 
country. 
The sport is judo, the de­ 
fense art karate, but both are 
recommended by local ex­ 
perts as an excellent way to 
keep in shape, get rid of ten­ 
sion or simply beef up one’s 
defensive abilities. 
The number of enthusiasts 
for each is growing, too. In 
1956 there were only two ka­ 
rate experts in the United 
States. Today there are sever­ 
al hundred operating out 
of 
more than 300 karate schools. 
The story is similar for judo, 
Its cousin. Locally there are 
classes for the whole family, 
Individually or all together, 
either at full time schools or 
nonprofit organizations. 
How does all this woi k to 
keep the divorce rate down? 
Simple. Instead of yelling at 
the wife when hubby arrives 
home from a hard day at the 
office, he merely gives her an 
“o-soto-gari” or a “uki-goshi ” 
before sitting down with the 
evening paper. 
She responds with a good 
old “uchi-mata” instead of 
chucking a frying pan. 
Since both are only partak­ 


ing in sport, no hard feelings 
result from the encounter, at 
least spiritually. 
Physically 
there might be a few bumps 
and bruises. 
Although they developed in 
the same area of the world, 
judo and karate are as differ­ 
ent as boxing and wrestling, 
and that is probably the best 
way to describe the two. 
Judo is indeed much like 
wrestling and was 
derived 
from the ancient Japanese de­ 
fense art of ju-jitsu. It first 
gained popularity in Japan in 
the 1880s and became an offi­ 
cial Japanese sport in the 
1930s. It didn’t reach popular­ 
ity in the United States until 
after World War II, though. 
Judo makes use of a series 
of special holds, throws and 
locks in a contest that usually 
lasts no longer than 20 min­ 
utes. 
Karate Is believed to be In­ 
dian in origin. It came to Ja­ 
pan by way of China and Oki­ 
nawa. 
Meaning “empty hand’’ in 
Japanese, karate makes use 
of hands, fingers, elbow and 
feet as weapons and is de­ 
signed to swiftly dispose of an 
adversary. (The average fight 
in karate should never last 
over 30 seconds, according to 
Ron Ramirez, director of Tra­ 
cy’s Karate Studio in Po­ 
mona). A karate expert can 
literally 
rain 
Wows 
from 
hands, feet and elbows on an 
unsuspecting attacker. 
Although designed as a de­ 
fense art, karate, like boxing, 
can also provide enjoyment 
as a sport. 


John Eikren, physical fit­ 
ness director at the Pomona 
YMCA, is one that forecasts 
an increase in popularity for 
both judo and karate, but es­ 
pecially in judo. The Y has 
an active team of teen-age 
judo experts 
that 
recently 
captured several medals in 
local competition. 
“The boy’s judo class has 
boomed,” Eikren said. “They 
are just interested in compet­ 
ing.” 
Besides team competition, 
the Y offers family judo and 
co-educational karate classes. 
The family judo class is made 
up of “just families that want 
to get out and do something 
together,” Eikren said. 
“The guy that’s teaching 
the class can take his stu­ 
dents as far as they want to 
go,” Eikren said. * It depends 
on them and how much they 
do outside class.” 
It takes only a few lessons, 
though, for the average per­ 
son to learn basic fundamen­ 
tals of either art. 
As far as defenswe pur­ 
poses go, a combination of 
judo, karate and akido, (a de­ 
fensive art that makes use of 
joint locks to subdue an atta­ 
cker) is the best, according to 
David German, director of the 
Tai Karate studio in Pomona. 
“Combine them and 
you 
have got something that is re­ 
ally dynamic,” he said. “The 
combination provides a com­ 
plete body technique.” 
Many of his students are 
children and women, he said, 
who want to be able to de'end 
themselves b e t t e r . In six 
weeks they can develop a 
pretty good collec'ion of de­ 
fensive tools. 
“It fakes a lifetime to really 
master the arts,” German 
said. “In six weeks you can 
definitely be aware of things 
around you.” 
“A good taaeher can take a 


person and have him defend­ 
ing himself against a right 
punch in a few minute 
Learning 
to 
master 
the 
“combination arts’’, as Ger­ 
man calls his specialty, can 
give a real boost to many 
kids who tended to feel infe­ 
rior. 
“The whole personality of 
the kid will change,’’ he said. 
Pains are taken to make 
sun* that the new personality 
doesn’t decide it can use its 
newly found skills to pick on 
others, though. 
“You have to make sure 
that he is better than some 
and worse than some,” Ger­ 
man said. 
Both German and Ramirez 
pomted out that judo and ka­ 
rate are easy ways to stay in 
shape. 
“You don’t have to get into 
shape first for karate as you 
would for some other sport,” 
German said. "You get irno 
shape as you’re doing it.” 
James Madsen, a 35-year-

General Dynamic:, Pomona, 
is one karate enthusiast who 
swears by it.

For 13 years as a profes­ 
sional actor, Ralph Strane did 
his best to entertain the au­ 
diences he performed for in 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
Las Vegas and on Broadway. 
Now, as head of ( haffey Col- 
1 e g e ’ s dram a department, 
Strane isn’t worried about the 
audience any longer, or the 
critics. 
As a director of collegiate 
theater, Strane is more inter­ 
ested in what his student ac­ 
tors get out of a play than 
what the audience receives 
from 
it. 
His philosophy 
of 
education 
in the 
realm 
of 
dram a hole's that the most 
significant and desirable ele­ 
ment resulting from collegiate 
t h e a t e r is the theraputic 
value gained by the individual 
actors. 
“ I consider dram a 90 per 
cent therapy and 10 per cent

Often tim es he knows a par­ 
ticular play is too sophisti­ 
cated a 
piece of 
dram atic 
writing for college players to 
do a proper job with but ne­ 
vertheless encourages them to 
undertake 
the play,, believ­ 
ing it may prove an enligh­ 
tening 
and 
revealing 
expe­ 
rience for the students them­ 
selves. 
In 
cases 
such 
as 
these, Strane says, sometimes 
the audience is disappointed 
because the delivery does not 
reflect the m aturity and un­ 
derstanding on the part of the 
individual actors which the 
play demands. 
Strane, 44, and greying a

hurried. The extravagant ges­ 
turing that so often comes 
with professional theater folk 
is refreshingly absent. 
Concerning 
newspaper 
dram a critics, Strane thinks 
sometimes they are too harsh 
in their criticism s of colle­ 
giate actors because they use 
professional 
perform ances 
they have seen as a yardstick 
to m easure the abilities of 
college thespians. 
“ I 
don’t 
so 
much 
mind 
being told the play as a whole 
was not too good or that my 
directing was lousy, but I do 
object when they single out 
an individual and accuse him 
of doing a poor job,” he says. 
“ Sometimes they cancel out 
everything you’ve been trying 
to accomplish with the stu­ 
dent.” 
As a case in point, Strane 
said not long ago he cast a 
student in a part he knew 
was too complicated for the 
individual to play effectively. 
But he did so because he was 
certain the involvement would 
retard some regressive ten­ 
dencies in the student and 
bring about some new-found 
self-confidence. 
Everything went along al­ 
right, Strane says, until 
a 
reviewer for a local news­ 
paper castigated the student 
for turning in a horrible per­ 
formance. The publicized crit­ 
icism negated most of what 
he had hoped to accomplish 
with the student.

Strane, who raises

ONTARIO — Lockheed Aircraft Service has devel­ 


oped a small weight and balance com puter which 
permits a crew mem ber to quickly and accurately 


check an aircraft’s gross weight and center of grav­ 


ity before takeoff. 


First orders huve been placed by the Flying Tiger 


Line which will equip its fleet of DC-8-63F cargo 
aircraft with the computer. Several initial deliveries 


have already been made. 


To fly safely, an aircraft must be below an estab­ 


lished maximum weight, with the center of gravity 


being within a prescribed limit. 


The new Lockheed computer, about the size of a 


small shaving kit and weighing only five pounds, 


takes pressure m easurem ents from the landing gear 


struts and computes the aircraft’s weight to within 
1000 pounds and its center of gravity to within one- 


half of one per cent. 


The computer, operated manually hy the flight 


engineer, provides greater accuracy at less cost 


than is possible with other weight and balance sys­ 


tems operated by servo-driven motors. The weight

Invitation to Disaster 


Many people are old enough to recall the stunning 
shock ot military invasion. They remember when 
Hitler unleashed his armies against Europe and the 
unbelievable “ Day oi Infamy” when the bombs 
rained on Pearl Harbor. To them, the present trend 
toward expanding vague, politically motivated, so­ 
cial welfare programs — at the expense of U.S. 
military security — is an open invitation to disaster. 
So is the phenomenon of a minority of young people 
undercutting at every turn the military stature and 
capability of our country. While these things are 
going on in our own land, what of the outside 
world? 
A student of communist strategy, Senator Henry 
M. Jackson of Washington State warns, “The Soviet 
Union is now, for the first time in Russian history, a 
global military j>ower.

An event is taking place soon that should answer 
once and for all the charge that firearms — particu­ 
larly pistols — are not an important element in the 
world of spoils. Very shortly, a record number of 
the world’s finest marksmen is expected to attend 
the 40th World Shooting Championships at Phoenix, 
Arizona.

There are millions of gun owners in 
the U.S. — owners of handguns as well as rifles. 
The National Rifle Association, their chief spokes­ 
man, has a million members, and there are 10,000 
NRA clubs throughout the nation. The skills in­ 
volved in owning firearm s range from target shoot­ 
ing to antique collecting, self-loading and the art of 
gunsmithing. 
All of these activities, including the promotion of 
sportsmanship, conservation and firearm safety, ait* 
encouraged by the NRA which has been a leader in 
maintaining the highest possible standards of re- 
ponsibility in gun ownership.

Patrick J . Fraw ley, Jr., a 
publicity-shy West Coast mil­ 
lionaire who has bankrolled 
m any conservative causes, is 
moving into a powerful posi­ 
tion as an opinion-maker in 
the Roman Catholic Church. 


Fraw ley’s Twin Circle Pub­ 
lishing Co., which he estab­ 
lished only three years ago, 
now controls two of the five 
national Catholic newspapers 
in the United States. 


It 
also 
publishes 
books, 
syndicates com ic strips, and 
s p o n s o r s two widely dis­ 
sem inated broadcasts, a five- 
minute daily radio program 
over 650 stations, and a half- 
hour weekly television show 
aired in 40 cities. 


All of Twin Circle’s publica­ 
tions and broadcasts faithfully 
r e f l e c t Fraw ley’s commit­ 
ment to a traditionalist type 
of Catholicism and his con­ 
cern about a possible Commu­ 
nist takeover of the United, 
States. 
The 40-year-old millionaire, 
who made his fortune in ball­ 
point pens (P aperm ate) and 
r a z o r 
blades 
(Schick 
and 
Eversharp), 
has 
been 
prominent in anti-Communist 
activities since the Castro re­ 
gim e cam e to power In Cuba. 
He has contributed substan- 
t » a 1 
sums 
to 
Dr. 
Fred 
Schwarz’s 
Christian 
Anti- 
Communism Crusade and the 
A m e r i c a n Jewish League 
Against Communism. 
In 1965, at a meeting of the 
Cardinal Mindszenty Founda­ 
tion, he met the Rev. Daniel 
Lyons, S. J., a Jesuit priest 
who 
shares 
Fraw ley’s 
fear 
that 
domestic 
traitors 
may 
sell America down the river 
Into 
Communist 
domination. 
Lyons suggested they join for­ 
ces in a publishing venture, 
and the Twin Circle company 
cam « into being, as a sub- 


sidiary of F raw ley’s Schick 
Investment Corp. 
F r. Lyons is president of 
Twin Circle, and is featured 
o n 
i t s 
broadcasts. 
Until 
recently, he also was editor of 
the weekly newspaper, Twm 
Circle, which has a national 
circulation of about 102,000. 


Last month, he was eased 
out of the editorship In the 
wake of strong protests from 
several Catholic bishops who 
accused him of grossly dis­ 
torting their role 
in 
settle­ 
ment of the California grape 
strikes. 


The new editor and publi­ 
sher of Twin Circle is Robert 
Morris, form er General Coun­ 
sel of the Senate Internal Se­ 
curity subcom m ittee, who is 
now president of the U nivers­ 
ity of Plano, at Plano. Tex. 


Fr. Lyons will continue to 
write a weekly column and 
contribute feature articles for 
the tabloid paper. 


Meanwhile, the Twin Circle 
company has bought another 
newspaper 
—the 
57-year-old 
National 
Catholic 
R egist­ 
er, which has a circulation of 
about 112,000. 


Under Its previous editor, 
Fr. Daniel J . Flaherty, 
the 
National C a t h o l i c Regist- 
e r 
espoused 
progressive 
Catholicism. The new editor, 
Dale Francis, says the paper 
under his direction will take a 
more conservative line, 
but 
will em phasize “ honest” news 
coverage rather than opinion. 


The other Catholic p ap ers 
with national circulation are 
The W anderer, a voice of the 
far right; Our Sunday V isitor, 
a 
moderate-to-conservative 
weekly which devotes

space to doctrinal and m oral 
issues than to news; and the 
National Catholic Reporter, a 
left-liberal weekly which ad­ 
vocates sweeping reform s in 
the Church.

smuggled to this column. 
The thick book cost $2,425 
to print, plus many more dol­ 
lars to prepare.

House. 
The experts at Fort Mon­

Kidnaping 
Suspect 
Arrested

A California 
Institution 
for 
Men escaper, accused of hol­ 
ding a Pomona couple hostage 
in their heme for two days ear­ 
lier this week, was arrested at 
a South Laguna Beach hospital 
early this morning. 
In custody is Donald Dean 
Robinette, 41. He was arrested 
on charges of armed robbery, 
kidnapping, false imprisonment, 
grand theft and escaping from 
a state prison. He was arrested 
after he was injured in a traffic 
collision in which one person 
was killed on the San Diego 
Freeway. 
Orange County officers identi­ 
fied Robinette as a possible sus­ 
pect wanted by Pomona police 
for holding Mr. and Mrs. Virgil 
S. Rushing, 1235 Douglas St., in 
their home for two days earlier 
this week and contacted Po­ 
mona officers. 
R u s h i n g , 58, told police 
Thursday that a man confronted 
him in a laundromat Wednes­ 
day night, showed him a .45 
caliber pistol and forced him to 
take him to His home after first 
driving to Carbon Canyon. 
The man held Rushing and 
his wife, Mae, in their home un­ 
til Thursday afternoon before 
leaving 
in 
the 
couple’s 
1967 
model car. 
During his stay, the suspect 
forced the Rushings to give him 
food and clothing and to drive 
him to Carbon Canyon where he 
apparently was looking for some­ 
one, Rushing told police. 
Robinette escaped from CIM 
Aug. 20 with another convict, 


Timothy Wade Walker, 28. Rob­ 
inette wf s serving a sentence 
for kidnap and robbery at the 
time of his escape. 
Prison officials said the two 
men sawed their way out of Cy­ 
press Hall, a portion of CIM’s 
maximum 
security 
reception- 
guidance center while out of 
their cells during an exercise 
period. 


They made their way to the 
prison’s service station where 
they found the chaplain’s car, 
jumped inside and drove off. 


On reaching the gate, Rob- 
ineette jumped out and lifted 
the crossing guard letting the 
car through. The gate guard 
was inside the guard shack tal­ 
king on the telephone when the 
car reached the gate. 


A prison official chased the 
men in his car but lost them 
near Prado Dam on the Corona 
Expressway. 


Both Robinette and 
Walker 
had escaped 
from 
CIM last 
February and went on a three- 
day crime spree that ended in a 
shootout with police officers in 
Tulare. 
Another convict 
with 
the two was killed in the gun 
fight. 
Both convicts were convicted 
in Tulare County of kidnapping 
and first degree robbery, as re­ 
sult of spree. They had taken a 
total of five hostages in three 
separate kidnap incidents dur­ 
ing the three-day spree. 


The men were returned 
to 
CIM in July and were to have 
stood trial soon in connection 
with the February escape. The 
second escapee is still at large.
